Mr. Cbas. M. Meacham, 
Hopkiii-sville, Ky. 
My dear Sir: 

Thi other night when I was leaving 
HopkinsviUe I saw a brilliant, gor- 
geous electric sign facing the depot, 
with these words, "Greater Hopkins* 
ville wants you." 

I am beginning to turn over in my 
piind whf'thftr "Orpstfir Hnnkins- 
ville" really wanted me. 1 believe 1 
can do more for HopkinsviUe than 
any other person, if, in the Jefferson 
Davis Park, at- Fairview, we could 
construct as a memorial to Jefferson 
Davis an obelisk three hundred and 
fifty feet high, thus making it the 
higheat obeliak in the worid except 
the Washington Oionupient. Surely 
this would be a most attractive struc- 
ture. It would make Christian coun- 
ty and I^oi^kinsville historic for cen- 
turies to oome, and would give ttiem 
something to boast about that no oth- 
er community in the South can equal.

Kvidencp wis introduced showing' 
that very hitter Icelini:- e.visted aj.iiiist 
Keai li Dick Hod^'er^, the man kill- 
ed by the marshal and several of the 
witnesaes alao testified that threats 
had been made by l^odirers, Tribble, 
Furtjerson ami Loyaii auain.st the 
de^d officer and that tlie itatement 
had been made that "Keach would 
never serve out his term." 

The principal witness for the com- 
monwealth was De|)Uty Marshal Bid- 
dick, who was trying to aid his chief 
when be waa ahotand killed bxjlx>gan. 
Biddick stated that he was juat across 
the street from Keach when Buck 
P'urgerson, the const;>ble, .ipproached 
the officer and started to read a paper 
to him. He stated that Dick Rodgers, 
a short distance up the street, drew 
his revolver '.'.nd tired at Keach, miss- 
ing, and that Keach then fired and 
killed Rodgers. He stated that both 
Furgeraon and Tribble then grabbed 
Keach and were trying to take his 
gun from him when Biddick reached 
his side. Keach asked him to aid him, 
and he stated that at that time Logan 
came up from the rear, and with the 
warning to look out, fired, the ball 
enterini,' the back ot' Keach's head. 
He said that at the time the shot was 
fired, Tribble and Furgerson had 
Keach around the waist and had his 
hand, which was holding the revol- 
vci. t!ic ground, with the 

barrel poiiitmg to the ground. Bid- 
dick said that after flie marshal was 
shot he started away and that Tribble 
pickt'ii up the dead chief's revolver 
and tired at him, itie ball passing 
through his coat Biddick aaid the 
eonatable, Pnrgeraon and Tribble then 
arrested him and placed him in the 
lockup. He was later released. 

Mack Logan, the man who fired the 
ahot that killed Keach, waa on the 
witness stand Saturday fbr three 
hours in his own behalf. The com- 
monweath heard the last witness at 
2 o'clock, and the defenae introdnced

In the production of that indispens- 
able condiment, -salt, the United Stiiles 
is happily mdependei t of all oti er 
countries. 1 he 38.231,486 barrels of 
salt produced hi 1915 by 14 States, 
Porto Rico and Hawaii, constituted 90 
per cent of the salt consumed in the 
United States, and much more could 
easily have been supplied had the de- 
mand re(|uired it, according to the 
United States (leoluu'ical Survey, De- 
partment of the interior. 

Salt oecura naturally in two distinct 
ways— ar rock s.ilt, in beds or associ- 
ated with bedded or sedimentary 
deposits, and in natural brines. The 
larger part of our salt is obtained by 
converting rack salt that baa deep be- 
low the earth's surface into artificial 
brines, which are pumped to the sur- 
face and there evaporated. Some idea 
of the quantity ol salt evaporated 
from natural brineamaybo gained 
from statistics of the output of New 
York, Michigan and Kansas alone, 
three large salt-producing States, for 
the calendar year 1915. In Mtebigan, 
6,708,271 barrels of evaporcM salt, 
having a value of |3,635,69-2, were 
produced; in New York, ;i,44:i,n;4 
ban^ valued at $1.7'20,434; and in 
Kansas, 1,901,1B6 barrala, valued at 
$696,060.

Died Unvanquished 

Berlin, November 10.— In its ac- 
coimt of the funeral of Captain 
Boelke, Germany's most famous 
aviator, the l.okal Aii.'.eii.'er .says that 
at the grave Lieutenant Thomsen, 
Chief of the German srial Heet, 
made the solemn promise ' in the 
name of his comradea and the disci- 
ples of the dead aviator, "I ahall be- 
come a Uoelke. ' ' 

The streets of Dessau, Captain 
Boelke's home town, were thronped. 
A s(|iiadron of aviators flewalont; th e 
route of the^funeral processipn to the 
cemetery. % 

An eyewitness's account of the 
death of Captain Boelke was given 
out here by the Overseas News 
Agency as follows 

"Captain Boelke met with the acci- 
dent in which he waa killed at ^ 
o'l luck on the afternoon of October 
31. He had just di.s;ibled a hostile 
ma hine in a fierce a-rial combat. 
At the conclusion uf the battle another 
German airphme tooebed Boelke's 
machine and part of a plane of tl e 
latter was torn off. 

"Captain Boelke descendetl swiftly 
in a narrow sphtd for some distance, 
but when at a height of about 2(X) 
vnds his machine suddeidy fell. 
The body of the aviator was not 
touched by projectiles. After having 
defeated 40 adversaries an accklent 
terminated his life, and he died un- 
vanquished."
